Reasons for allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's claimed invention distinguished over the prior art for the following 

reasons. The claims are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the 
references, either alone or in combination, discloses or renders obvious the method for 
scheduling a data transfer over a network comprising the steps of identifying a data file 
and a deadline window; sending the identity of the data file and the deadline window to 
an admission control module for preparing a scheduling request; sending the scheduling 
request to a scheduling module of the receiver, then sending a scheduling module of 
the source node; evaluating the scheduling request on the source node and sending a 
reply back to the receiver for indicating whether the scheduling request accept or not; 
then reserving the source and scheduling a time if the scheduling request is accepted 
by the source node.
